1802 — OUR SESQUICENTENNIAL — 1952 

Boston, Massachusetts, is the birthplace of Templary in the United States. 

The Order was brought to this country from Ireland in 1769 and was estab- 
lished in Boston by Army “Glittering Star’ Lodge No. 322 of the 29th Regiment 
of Ireland. 

The earliest reference to the conferring of the Order of the Temple was on 
August 28, 1769, Boston, Massachusetts, when St. Andrew's Royal Arch Chapter 
conferred the Orders on Brother William Davis. 

December 11, 1769, St. Andrew’s Lodge confers the Orders on Paul Revere. 

May 14, 1770, St. Andrew's Lodge confers the Orders on Joseph Warren 
(General) . 

From these early Knightings the records show a continuous succession of 
conferring the Orders under varying conditions which extended to the organiza- 
tion of ‘Boston Encampment of the Red Cross”, March 12, 1802, now known as 
Boston Commandery, K. T.
